We see ihe Irulh of (his exemplified almost daily in (he various; 
affairs of-life, and perhaps in nothing is it made plainer {hau 
in the changed altitude toward snow in winter. 


In the old days a heavy body of snow on the ground all 


winter was considered desirable from more than one stand- 
point. 
It was considered good for the land, and it was and 


still is. Also, when not too deep, snow made traveling better 
on the highways when horses were the motive power. 
The 


roads were not in any such condition as they are today, and 
when there was not good sleighing- (hey'were apt Co be rough 
and disagreeable. Because of this the'-people in this part of 
the country were glad to have snow come early in ihe winter 
and remain .fill spring. On snow roads they could do their 
teaming with less wear and tear. 
A "green. Christmas" and 


an "open winter" were abhorred by all genuine New Eng- 
landers. They wanted snow in the season of snows and could 
stand a lot of it, although -they, didn't relish being literally 
buried in it as they were from time to time whe.n winter was 
the "real thing." 


But to a large extent this feeling has changed. 
Since the 


coming of the trolley lines the people have desired the cars to 
run. 
It has been unpleasant ,tq have them put out of com- 


mission every now and then'by drifts on the tracks, and those 
who depend on these lines for getting about have become 
reconciled to less snow than was formerly thought to be neces- 
sary to keep business moving. 
Heavy snows also interfere 


with traffic on the steam roads, and this is not relished in an 
age when the public is so dependent upon the service they 
render. 


But no one thing has done so much fo make snow unpopular 


as (he automobile. This .has become king of the highways 
and it wants them open twelve months in the year. The pow- 
erful machine is able to plow through a considerable depth of 
snow, but it runs better on a clear track, and one never hears 
those who use it calling for snow, and more snow. 


The fact is that in the matter of transportation Ihis is the 


age of wheels. 
It is far more important that trains, trolley 


care and automobiles should be able to move freely than -thai 
there-should be good sleighing, desirable as that is-in its way. 
But as a business proposition runners cannot take the plac 
of wheels, consequently ihe desire for snow is by no means so 
widespread and ardfnt as if used to be in the days when Dobbii 
was the chief reliance. 


It is true that a heavy body of snow is a benefit to farn 


lands by protecting them against a deep entrance of frost and 
by furnishing an abundance of moisture when it melis in (he 
spring. It is also true that a good body of snow is very helpfu 
to those having logs and wood (o haul from (he rough sides of 
hills and mountains, as sleds can be used where if would be 
impossible to go with wagons. 
But the greater part of the 


movement of freight and .passengers is more economically 
done on wheels, wherefore if is but natural that (he majority 


: should prefer conditions which will permit the. wheels to turn, 
even in.the winter season. • - 


.However, nature refuses to lake sides and continues the old 


habit of providing snow at intervals in copious allowances. 
This often means an impediment lo business, .instead of the 
stimulant it was formerly considered to be, and so if the mailer 
were Id be decided by "referendum" heavy New England snow 
storms would be a thing of the past. But (he voters have not 
yet got control of the weather.
